Large nu mbers of fighter- 
bombers and helicopter

ships swooped in from bases 
throu ghou t Sou th Vietnam to 
prov ide continu ou s 
protectiv e 
fire for the ou tnu mbered de­ 
fenders. Heav y B5 2 bombers fo! 
lowed in wav es of ten, raining 
300 tons of ex plosiv es on enemy 
grou nd. Many bombs fell within

namese commandos,

into the area by helicopters,

They were last reported at a 
district headqu arters that canu 
u nder a mortar barrage and 
grou nd assau lt abou t the same 
time the Special Forces camp 
was first attacked early Friday 
A U S. officer said the district

This April 6 date is not the 
date recommended for planting 
in central Ohio.

This convergence was fore­ 
cast to occur by the end of the 
century in an article written 
this year by a Soviet physicist, 
Prof. Andrei D. Sakharov. His 
views Ne ere shared by many in 
the Western world. 
As if to forecast the turn of 
events, the Soviet government 
newspaper 
Izvestia 
published 
earlier this month an article 
that contests Sakharov’s view 
and predicted a continuation of 
capitalist-Communist struggles. 
It is easy to see now, in light 
of the events of recent days, 
just how distant is that conver­ 
gence. 
Although 
the 
systems 
may have borrowed from each 
other, they have done 
so 
for 
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convenience only. 
The introduction by the Rus­ 
sians of Westernstyle competi­ 
tion in the production of goods 
came early in the 1960s after 
it became obvious that central 
planning 
was 
stagnating 
the 
economy. 
Prof. Yevsei Liberman seems 
to have been the initiator of this 
reform. He criticized the system 
of central planning by which de­ 
tailed orders on wages, output, 
prices and so on were dictated 
to a plant by Moscow bureau­ 
crats. 
This had resulted not just in 
poor quality of goods but indi­ 
cated much trouble for the fu­ 
ture, for there was little incen­ 
tive to innovate, to produce new 
products and to do so with the 
greatest efficiency. 
Liberman suggested that only 
broad rattier than specific goals 
be given to factory managers. 
Rather than being responsible 
only for production, m anagers 
would be permitted to judge the 
size and needs of the m arket—to 
m anufacture for the m arket in­ 
stead of the bureaucracy. And 
profita bilify would be the crite­ 
rion of efficiency and success. 
In fact, the factory managers 
were permitted to offer incen­ 
tive bonuses, which is a capital­ 
istic idea purely, having little 
foundation in the Communist be­ 
lief of sharing collectively in 
ownership and banefits of pro­ 
duction. 
These were enormous changes 
in a rigid system of production 
and they got the job done More 
and better 
consumer 
goods 
reached the market and the 
Russian economy did begin to 
move faster. 
But in case anybody 
misun­ 
derstood, the Russians 
would 
quickly announce that it was 
convenience rather than any id­ 
eological change that dictated 
the moves, this, however, was 
often forgotten by those who be 
lived in convergence. 
Instead, they observed, that 
at the same time the Commu­ 
nists were liberalizing, central 
government planning and social 
welfarism were 
gaming more 
favor 
in Ute Western 
world. 
Long-range 
economic 
plans, 
easily identified with those com­ 
mon in Russia, were instituted 
by several nations. 
Even in the United States, 
which prides itself as a free en­ 
terprise 
bastion, 
the 
federal 
government bas taken on more 
responsibility tor controlling th* 


ups and downs of the economy, 
of maintaining full em ploying, 
of stabilizing wages and prices. 
As viewed by some students, 
such attitudes and trends could 
only mean more cooperation be­ 
tween East and West. And, in 
fact, this was beginning to be 
reflected in greater trade and in 
the exchange of ideas. 
However, it can sometimes be 
forgotten that communism calls 
fo'r dictatorial regulation of so­ 
cial, economic and cultural ac­ 
tivities. When economic liberal­ 
ism threatens this control the 
experiment quickly ends 
The convergence, therefore, 
seems far off. While tile Com­ 
munists have 
assumed 
some 
capitalistic 
methods 
t h e y 
haven’t fo rsak en their dictato- 
rail bent. In Czechoslovakia's 
fate is the perfect illustration.

Martin Janis, head of the de­ 
partm ent, declined to disclose 
im m ediately who the new w ar­ 
den will be, but it was not ex­ 
pected to be Troy Harris, now 
deputy warden. 
The change comes in the wake 
of the latest riot which flared 
last Tuesday and was crushed 
Wednesday.

W A S H I N G T O N (AP) — 
Americans saved money at the 
rate of $7.60 out of every $100 
for each man. woman and child 
during the second quarter of 
this year, the President’s Coun­ 
cil of Economic Advisers report­ 
ed Friday.

This left some $586.3 billion of 
disposable income, or $2,918 for 
each American to spend on an 
annual basis.

what is equivalent to a year in 
an accredited college.
